In the second paragraph of, this article 
we have used the word “ foreiga repre- 
sentatives,” and this advisedly. The first 
railway in China must, under existing cir- 
cumstances, be created under the auspices 
of all foreign goyernments interested in 
the integrity or dismemberment of the 
Chinese Empire. France with her eye on 
Shantung, snd now possibly on Corea ; 
Russia ever watchful for an opportunity of 
encroachment—not to any large extent, 
but in the way of a convenient harbour or 
good position for an armed settlement—in 
the neighbourhood of the Amoor ; America 
by no means satisfied at the second fiddle 
she has of late played in diplomatic affuirs: 
each of these may} do much to thwart the 
object of the projectors if not consulted, as 
neither would like to see Peking virtually 
in the hands of “British enterprise. As 
England does not wish for territorial ag- 
grandisement, and has no object in view 
save the mutual advantages to China and 
herself which‘would result from the intro» 
duction of the railway, she can afford to 
work in concert with other nations with- 
out jealousy. ‘This fact of it being neces- 
sary to coustruct the first railway under 
the protection (so to speak) of all the fo- 
reign representatives in Peking, would have 
little influence for evil on any subsequent 
operations of the company, while every ad- 
ditional guarantee of the’ stability and.

"The great thing to be done, however, and 
which our present remarks are intended to 
press upon the notice of.-those inte rested-in 
Hongkong is, as we have pointed out, to 
despatch an agent to act for the projectors 
Pat Peking. He must possess certain qua- 
lifications, such. as a good knowledge of 
the details, &c., involved in the construc- 
tion of a railway—a knowledge of the dia-

LEGISLATIVE COUNCIL. 
‘14th August, 1866. 


PRESENT: 
His Excellency The Governor. 
The Hon. the Acting Chief Justice. 
The Hon. the Attorney General.

The Minutes of the last Meeting were 
read and contirmed. 

Before the second reading of the Ordi- 
nance respecting the incorporation of the 
Hongkong ‘and Sbanghae Bank Corpora- 
tion, His Excellency remarked that since 
the last meeting: he had given this ordinance 
his attention, and that there was no provi- 
sion for the winding up of the Bank. 

That in view of recent closing of banks, 
and the consequent want of confidence in 
bank notes, it would be well to adopt some 

‘yneans to satisfy the public of their security. 
He would propose that the liability of share- 
holders should be unlimited, in reference 
,to bank notes pa; able on demand, After 
conversing with the Chairman and Di- 
rectors’ of the Corporation, he thought this j 
better than giving the notes a first lien on j 
the bank property, which was the plan he H 
had first proposed. > i | 

Mr Dent remarked that the provision ; 
was not in the ,charter.of any other Bank. 
He did not oppose the clause, but merely ; 
pointed it ont. 

His Excellency said that it might become 
necessary to extend the provision to the 
other ‘banks as well, and he thought the 
Hongkong and Shanghae Bank would be 
a gainer by it, as it would have the greater 
confidence of the public. 

The bill was read the second time, and 
the Council went into conimittee on it. 

On the fourth clause authorizing the 
Bank to establish branches in London. and 
elsewhere, His Excellency said ;—objections 
had been made to this clause, as dealing 
with places -beyond the jurisdiction of this 
Council, but if no such provision was made 
in the charter, and the Council. being un- 
able to withhold such permission, the Bank 
might hereafter establish such branches, 
the Bank {might appeat.to act in bad faith 
with the Council. * 

The clerk. read the addition to the 12th 
clause, respecting the issue of notes, viz i— 

“And provided alsothatthe Share holders 
of the Company shall be subject to anlimi- 
ted liability in respect. of all or any such 
issues or issue of Notes. And, if necessary, 
the Assets of the Company shall be mar- 
shalled . for. the benetit of general creditors 
of the Company and the Share holders shall 
be liable for the..whole amount of such 
issue, in addition to the sum for which 
they are jes under the other and geueral 
provisions of the Ordinance.” 

On claim 14, restraining the Bank from 
the purchase of real estate except for cer 
tain specified purposes, some conversation: 
took place; but attention . was called to- 
clause 20 relating to the. subject, which 
clause was read, as follows;— 

“XX. | Except for the purposes aforesaid 
it shall not be lawful for the Company to 
invest, lay out, employ, advance, or em- 
bark any part of their apital or Funds in | 
the ,purchase -of any Lands, “Houses, or ; 
other real property, nor iil any trading or 
mercavtile speculation or business whatso- 
ever (not usually considered as falling 
within the ordinary and legitimate purpo- 
ges and operations of a Banking Establish- 
ment), but it shall nevertheless be lawful 
for fhe! company ‘to take and accept auy 
Lands, Houses, or other real ‘or. personal | 
property in satisfaction liquidation or pay- | 
meut of any debt absolutely and boné fide) 
due aud owing to tlie Company, and also 
to-tuke any | mortgage -or ‘other lien or 

! charge. on real _or personal property as a

His Excellency thought it would be bet- 
ter, in the two cases before thé words bona

Clause 27., HM. Attorney General 
pointed .out as superfluous, as provision

clause 28. Clause No. 28, was therefore 
mide No. 27, and clause No, 29. No. 28. 

His’ Excellency then referred to his re- 
marks made at the last meeting of the 
Council, and again. gave it as his opinion 
that it would not be politic to.diminish the 
expenditure: of the Colony, which was not 
at all excessive, but hoped with the general 
advance of the Colony the receipts would 
be found sufficient forall demands. _ That 
it-was better to consider together all the 
orlinances now before’ the Council, as there 
were many: items’ in the estimates. which 
would not be necessary wiless” other’ ordi- 
nances were .passed.- That the Registra- 
tion. ordinance would involve extra expen- 
diture, and it would be well to accept the 
liberal offer of the Home Government to 
provide a gun-boat for the Colony, if half 
of the expenses of the wear and tear were 
borne by Hongkong. If ‘the junk ordi- 
mince was passed, it would be necessary to 
have a’ gun-boat to ply between the dif- 
ferent stations that would be established 
around the island. 

The Hon. Mr Whittall asked for time to 
consider the estimates as. he had. only re- 
ceived them on Saturday. ‘ 

The Hon. Mr Dent asked the same as he 
had-not had time for consideration. 

The Hon. Mr. Whittall said that in the 
estimates there was an item of $23,000 for 
a new. carriage road, and suggested that it 
would be better to postpone the making of 
the road’ to a more auspicions time. That 
ho supposed the stamp act the most ne- 
cessary question under discussion. 

The Hon. Treasurer remarked that it 
was to be hoped the roads would prove a 
source of revenue; by opening new places 
for building and improvement. i 

His Excellency ‘said he did not.censider 
it: necessary to postpone important public 
works, One might say the making of the 
road could be deferred, and another that 
sanitary reforms might be delayed, but the 
manly way was to meet these difficult re- 
venue questions. at- once. That in three 
years it might be possible to repeal the 
stamp act. 

His: Excellency agreed to the  post- 
ponement of the Estimates Ordinance. 

The Council next proceeded to a con- 
sideration of the Harbour and Coasts Or- 
dinance. ; 

Mr. Warrratt requested, before the 
Council considered the ordinances, to say a 


‘| few words on a subject of rather-a delicate 


nature. He appreciated the advantages 
which the colony would derive from the 
ordinances, but he doubted whether suffi- 
cient. machinery had: been provided for 
working them. This more particularly of 
the Junks ordinance, and he: desired to 
bring forward again the name of Mr. Cald- 
well. It was a maiter of the highest import- 
auce that the public duty should be well 
performed: Mr. Caldwell’s familiarity with 
the native language aud general knowledge 
of the Chinese character had been produc- 
tive of great good tothe colony, and he 
thonght it would be shortsighted policy to 
Jose sight of him at this time.

Tae Llankow Times contains a very ex- 
cellent letter respecting Chinkiang, which 
we publish below.” It deals somewhat ex- 
tensively with the raft trade in which, 
some two years sincegso many foreigners 
embarked, and contrasts the prompt action 
taken hy the French naval authorities in 
a case of robbery, with the Bright. and 
Gladstone policy. pursued by the represen- 
tatives of Great Britain :— 


To the Fditor of the * Maxkow Times.” 

It has been my fate again to visit this 
liveliest of the treaty ports and although 
two years have elapsed since first my cor- 
nection with that/interesting aud profita- 
ble. branch of the river trade, commonly 
kuown as “raft pidgin” first compelled me 
to puss aiew days there, I regret to say 
that in the interim the port does: not ap- 
pear to have made the rapid strides to- 
wards the prosperity, which at one time 
was prophesied for it.. On the contrary 
the ‘strides, if any, seem rather of the re- 
trograding character, and. business there 
will, I fear, die a lingering death, unless 
soine revolution take. place of. which no 
signs at present are evident. ; 

[have neither time nor inclination to 
enqnire into the causes which hgve milita- 
ted against the success of this port. Many 
of them are evident, general. misfortune in 
the China trade, and desolation of the sur- 
rounding country by the rebels being pro- 
bably the principal. The success of a new 
port is, however, in a great measure depen- 
deut onthe support afforded to merchants 
by the cousular officers, and the vigour 
with which their claims are urged in. cases 
of frau djand extortion by the Chinese. In 
this respect I am sorry to say Chinkiang 
does not appear to have been fortunate, 
the complaints against the present repre- 
soutative of Her Majesty being very gene- 
ral. 

T haye previously alluded to the raft 
business, iu which a couple of years ago so 
much ealpital was embarked by merchants. 
at this! port. The ruinous losses suffered 
in this trade have become proberbial, and

The faft.tradé, as far as concerned 
Foreigners, differed from most commercial 
transactions, . The wood was not forwar- 
ded on foreign account, and the result to 
the foreigner was consequently indepen- 
dent of the state of the markets either here 
or at the port of consumption. The ope- 
rations were on native account, and the 
foreigner simply assisted with his capital, 
charging a high rate ‘of interest to cover 
the great risk atteucant on the river - navi-: 
gation, against which. -no protection was 
obtainable by insurance, When first the 
trade attracted our attention it was of a. 
most remunerative character, an operation 
which took some four months to.carry out, 
often yielding the native trader upwards of 
200 percent profit and he could consequently 
well afford to pay the foreigu capitalist from 
4 to 5 per cent a month for the use of his 
money.

had expired. .The cell doors were at once 
opened, and his: Excellency’s warrant was 
read ‘over to the two prisoners; The execu- 
tioner,: enveloped in crape to the waist, took 
up his position behind each prisoner as. he 
emerged from his cell; and. proceeded_with 
alacrity to the work of: pinioning.: Horo- 
‘mona was the first .to appear ;, his eyes were 
closed, atid he uttered the responses in a 
voice singulatly sonorous; and with enuncia- 
tion particularly “clear. .He was. entirely 
passive. 
white beard which distinguished him upon’ 
his trial, and instead of the lock of hair on 
his forehead, which like a phylactery mark- 
ed him, out-as thé hierophant of the new 
superstition, his hair. was cropped. close to 
the sealp -.

two men fell. The death of Horomona was 
inatantaneous. Mokomoko struggled sliglit- 
ly, but in less than a niinute all symptom 
of motion had ceased to be observable. 

By 9 o’clock a considerable accession to 
the number of spectators had taken place. 
Two catechists from the Roman College had 
taken up a position, kneeling, outside the 
penal department; the two priests (the 
Revs. Fithers Macdonald and Navardo) 
being in the cells with their penitents. The 
demeanour of Hermita and Hakaraia was 
that of men thoroughly subdued, but yet 
placid-and. collected. “The deportment of 
Kirimange, the leader who called for twenty 
men to kill Pakehas, was that of a person 
half dead. He kept his eyes swayed about 
in startled impotence, and was only sustain- 
ed by, his two companions—upon whose 
shouldprs his head far some time rested 
during the progress to the gallows—from a 
thorough break down. In the case of these, 
‘as of the former, there was no disposition to 
speak, ‘They bent their heads respectfully 
to the unhatted crowd as they passed. . The 
two priests ‘walked beside the sboribund 
prisoners with breviary in hand and crucifix 
in view, giving out the litany for the dying, 
to which the prisoners half andibly respond- 
ed. The dread preparations having been 
made, the clergyuian passed in front of the 
condemned men, offering them the crucifix, 
which each kissed. The'clergymen retired, 
the belt was again drawn, and death, in the 
eases of Hakaraia and Hetemita, was in- 
stantaneous, They.were éxceedingly heavy,’ 
muscular, well-nourished men. Kirimangu, 
‘was a singular contrast to them; he was 
“merely a‘boy, slightly-built, and emaciated 

toasieleton. His choeks and eye-sockets 
were so hollow that he almost resembled ‘a 

‘ghost. After the lapse of four minutes, the 
hangman had to'pull the body by the feet, 
and life was extinct. : 

Something more is necessary in the present 
case than a mere record of execution, The 
‘victims of a debasing superstition, the 
criminals lived only long enough that they 
might die beside the exponent of the 
imposture by which they were. deceived. 
Horomona. was, as he looked, the true type 
of the religious or irreligious enthusiast, 
just as hisintelligenceJed him. Kirimangu, 
on the other hand, was the fitting instrument 
with which to work out a superstitious 

- end, impulsive, illiterate, inconsiderate, and 
filled with imaginary hate. Mokomoko has 
alwaya borne a character of hostility to 

. Europeans, cunning, unscrupulous, with a 
“Jean and hungry look” for grievances. 
Of the two men Hakaraia and Heremita, 
they have borne, the former a neutral 
character, the latter a fair character.

arid flower gardens near Yeddo rare and 
valuable botauical specimens-ire to be ob- 
tained with many new ‘variéties of well

value when it is thus diffused, and will be- 
come general ignorance. - The reforuy sug- 
gested by the committee of allowing Lieute- 
Hauts to Volunteer for the work of Masters, 
and to fit themselves yradually, seems to us 
the utmost that can we reasonably expect. 
Every one allows that special training is 
necessary for the post, and the report says 
svory truly, that from the time a young 
officer becomes - second master in charge, 
or master, his attention is thaiuly devoted 
to one line of duty—that of navigation 
aud pilotage ; and constant employment 
in the performance of those duties gives 
that knowledge anu: expericnee which it 
jp. so essential he should possess, “and 
which can only be gained by practice.”
